Saints were full value for their 
win over in-form Burnley, who 
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had won five of their last six 
away Championship matches 
before this encounter. 

The game started at a lively 
tempo, and Billy Sharp nearly 
had a chance to open the scor¬ 
ing as early as the sixth minute. 

Former Clarets loanee Jack 
Cork’s ball looked to have 
sprung the offside trap, but 
Kieran Trippier was able to get 
back and clear, with Sharp foul¬ 
ing him in the process. 

Saints did take the lead just 
moments later, though, follow¬ 
ing some fantastic work from 
Frazer Richardson down the 
right. 

The full back beat Burnley 
defender Mee to reach the 
byline and dug out a cross to the 
near post, where Lallana was 
able to loop a header over 
Clarets keeper Lee Grant into 
the far corner.

Former Saints 
boss under no 
illusions about 
national job 


HARRY Redknapp is under no 
illusions he would be immune 
from criticism if he does even¬ 
tually succeed Fabio Capello as 
England boss. 

The Football Association hierar¬ 
chy began their search for 
Capello’s permanent replacement 
yesterday, having vowed to take 
their time and draw up a shortlist 
of potential candidates. 

However, former Saints boss 
Redknapp, pictured right, is the 
logical choice and by far the most 
popular among the wider public. 

In the short term, he would be in a 
no-lose situation, knowing any suc¬ 
cess at Euro 2012 would bring him 
the credit, while failure would be 
blamed on Capello. 

But Redknapp has been around 
long enough to know no one gets 
away totally unscathed from one of 
the toughest jobs in the world. 

“Let’s not kid ourselves, it is 
aggro,” he said. 


"You know what's coming. 
There has been a lot of great 
managers and when someone 
like Capello finds it hard going, 
it has got to be hard going and 
no one likes personal abuse, do 
they? 


“Everybody always thinks they 
can pick a better team than the 
manager, so you have to make sure 
your team wins then no one can 
argue with you. 

“But if you get 
beaten, you’ve got a 
problem.” 

Redknapp con¬ 
firmed his belief he 
would remain at 
Tottenham for the 
remainder of the sea¬ 
son. 

So, with Stuart 
Pearce installed as 
caretaker boss for 
this month’s friendly 
with Holland, one 
plausible scenario 
would be for 
Redknapp to take 
over England duties 
for the friendlies 
against Norway and 
Belgium, then into a 
Euro 2012 campaign 
for which the majori¬ 
ty of planning has 
already been completed. 

Redknapp has admitted to 
uncertainty over whether the 
England job could be done part 
time. 

However, in these circumstances, 
it is difficult to see why not, if 
Redknapp wants the job. 


“I don’t think you ever think 
you’re going to be in a position 
where you will be appointed man¬ 
ager,” he said. 

“I haven’t got a big ego. There has 
been cleverer boys about than me 
who haven’t had the opportunities 
I’ve had. 

“I’ve been lucky to have the 


opportunities and I’ve done 
well when I’ve had them. 

“But while it is flattering 
to be mentioned at the 
moment, I never think I 
should be doing this or 
that.” 

The question of how to 
get the most from under-per¬ 


forming players 
remains the tough¬ 
est to answer. 

Capello, pictured 
below, tried the dis¬ 
ciplined method, 
which met with 
resistance. 

It seems 

Redknapp’s plan 
would be to mas¬ 
sage the egos. 

“England have got 
great players, it’s 
about getting the 
best out of them,” 
he said.

Walcott has already been 
impressed with how the Gunners’ 
latest whizzkid has adapted to life in 
the top flight, and has backed him to 
retain his place in the line-up.

“He has plenty of confidence and is 
young - he’s a player who nobody in 
the Premier League has faced before 
so he’s totally new to the game. 

“He’s learning every day in train¬ 
ing and you can see now that he is 
getting games, which is very impor¬ 
tant.

SAINTS 1-4 Nottm Forest 
Feb 1895, FA Cup 1st Round 

The first round of the FA Cup was 
made to go ahead, despite the pitch 
being covered in three inches of 
snow. 

Forest appeared out of the tunnel 
first, and the Echo reported: “They 
indulged in a quiet game of snow¬ 
balling until their opponents 
appeared.” 

Saints were no match for the 
“skill, subtlety and cohesion” of 
their opponents, who ran out 4-1 
victors and one reason suggested 
for the loss was that Southampton’s 
“more northerly visitors were more 
accustomed to the Arctic condi¬ 
tions”. 

Nottm Forest 2 SAINTS 0 
March 1898, FA Cup Semi-final 
replay 

THREE years later and again 
against Forest, Saints played in a 
FA Cup semi-final replay in a bliz¬ 
zard. 

Southampton lost the match 2-0, 
but the result wasn’t without its 
share of controversy. 

Saints had dominated much of the 
game but with ten minutes remain¬ 
ing and the score 0-0, the referee 
halted play and the players left the 
pitch due to a “blinding snow¬ 
storm”. 

Play was resumed shortly after, 
however the Echo reported at the 
time: “Hardly had the players taken 
up their positions again when the 
snow recommenced with redoubled 
fury.” 

This time, though, the game was¬ 
n’t halted and Nottingham Forest 
went on to master the elements, 
scoring two goals in the last two 
minutes to grab a place in the final 
at Saints’ expense. 

Newcastle 1 SAINTS 3 
Feb 1947, Division 2 

SAINTS travelled to Newcastle in a 
match which took place atop of an 
inch of snowfall. 

With the players unable to see the 
pitch beneath, the lines were 
marked out in red on top of the 
snow. 

Roper put Southampton ahead 
before Pearson equalised for 
Newcastle. 

Day put saints back in the lead 
after a fine team move before 
Stroud sealed the win for Saints. 

SAINTS 1 Luton Town 3 
Feb 1947, Division 2 

A WEEK after the Newcastle tie the 
snow had still not dispersed. 

This game went ahead despite the 
blanket of snow covering the pitch 
at the Dell, and this time it was the 
woodwork which was painted to 
make it more visible for the players 
against the white of the snow. 
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Green was the colour of choice, 
but Luton had a better time of spot¬ 
ting the newly coloured posts, with 
Driver getting Luton off to a flier 
before Duggan grabbed a brace for 
the away side. Roper netted a head¬ 
er for Saints’ consolation goal. 


SAINTS 4 Bui y 2 
March 1952, Division 2 

DESPITE looking as though 
Southampton had escaped the 
heavy snowfall that had hit the rest 
of the country, by kick-off the snow 
was falling and it continued to do so 


for much of the game when Bury 
visited the Dell in 1952. 

However, consensus at the time 
was that it increased the entertain¬ 
ment of this match, rather than cur¬ 
tailed it. 

In what was reported as some- 
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thing of a revolutionary move at the 
time, sand was put down to improve 
the playability of the pitch. 

Edric Bates took advantage of the 
blustery conditions to record his 
only hat-trick for the club while 


Day scored Saints’ other goal after 
the Bury goalkeeper sliced a clear¬ 
ance in the snow, leaving his net 
unguarded. 

Charlton v SAINTS 


match abandoned 
Jan 1963, Division 2 

WITH the entire country having 
come under heavy snowfall 
throughout the Christmas period, 
Saints’ journey up to Charlton 


ended in vain, as the match was 
abandoned after 58 minutes due to a 
blizzard. 

Charlton had been leading the 
match but the snow and ice had 
made the game “almost farcical”. 

Described as one of the worst win¬ 
ters in living memory, the country 
was subjected to a barrage of snow¬ 
fall for several weeks after the 
match, causing several postpone¬ 
ments. 

This meant that the first result 
Saints actually recorded in 1963, a 1- 
0 loss to Preston, came on the last 
weekend of February. 

SAINTS 0 Arsenal 0 
Dec 1970, Division 1 

PLAYED on a pitch covered with 
snow, Saints held on for a draw 
after coming under a lot of pres¬ 
sure, spending almost all of the sec¬ 
ond 45 in their own half. 

Goalkeeper Eric Martin played a 
“blinder” according to his opposite 
number in the Arsenal goal, Bob 
Wilson, who had very little do all 
afternoon but stand in the snow and 
watch. 

SAINTS 3 Leeds 0 
Jan 1981, Division 1 

PLAYED in a snowstorm, this game 
was only one for the most ardent of 
fans. 

Mick Channon opened the scoring 
before a couple of mistakes from 
Leeds’ goalkeeper John Lukic 
helped Nick Holmes bag a brace. 
Manager Lawrie McMenemy said 
at the time: “It’s a lot harder than it 
sometimes looks out there, espe¬ 
cially when you haven’t a great deal 
to do and a blizzard is blowing in 
your face.” 

SAINTS 1 Sheffield United 2 
Feb 2009, The Championship 

THIS game was given the all clear 
despite heavy snowfall a few days 
before. 

With fans worried about travel¬ 
ling to and from St Mary’s in the 
wintery conditions, the standard of 
the pitch also came under close 
scrutiny having been covered in 
snow on the morning of the game. 

It was cleared in time for the 
match though, and after the referee 
gave the pitch the all clear, police 
were also satisfied with fans safety 
in the area surrounding the stadi¬ 
um. 

However, Saints fell to a 2-1 loss. 
Andrew Surman scored an equalis¬ 
er in the 89th minute to cancel out 
Greg Halford’s header. 

But deep into injury time, Jamie 
Ward scored the winner for the 
away side, leaving Saints wishing 
the game had been postponed after 
all. 


Birmingham 0 SAINTS 0 
Feb 2012, The Championship 

SNOW fell steadily in the hours 
before this one and was unrelenting 
throughout. 

Although several other league fix¬ 
tures had been called off, Saints’ 
trip to St Andrews went ahead but 
the conditions made it difficult for 
both sides to create any clear cut 
chances and the game ended goal¬ 
less. 

Saints boss Nigel Adkins said: 
“I’m pretty sure if it had been like it 
was with 20 or 25 minutes to go at 
the start then we wouldn’t have 
started the game.” 



Graduation: Life Lessons of a 
Professional Footballer

BRENTFORD’S Griffin Park is clearly visi¬ 
ble from the M4 to occupants of cars 
heading west along the motorway’s invari¬ 
ably slow-moving and meandering elevat¬ 
ed section en route to Heathrow airport 
and beyond. Even the club’s die-hard fans 
would agree that it would take an enor¬ 
mous leap of imagination to call this 
20mph glimpse of a football stadium 
inspirational. The Nou Camp it ain’t. 

Yet the ground, Brentford’s home since 
1904, acts as a warm-hearted backdrop to 
one of the most original and intelligent 
football books to appear for many years. 

Goalkeeper Richard Lee may be a pro¬ 
fessional footballer, but his life is nothing 
like that of a pampered Premier League 
prima donna. He is not rolling in money, 
he doesn’t drive a Baby Bentley, nor regu¬ 
larly parade along red carpets with a 
glamorous WAG in tow. 

In fact, Lee opens by telling readers 
that, “I don’t love football. I never have”, 
an unusual admis¬ 
sion which might 
cast him as that 
rare beast, a foot¬ 
balling heretic, 
but he is quick to 
explain why. The 
game has been 
responsible for 
causing him 
relentless emo¬ 
tional turmoil, 
making him 
chronically ner¬ 
vous and inflicting serious injury. 

These are not, however, a series of 
groundless moans, which makes the 
book’s purpose all the more intriguing as 
Lee sets out on a journey (which starts as 
he moves from Watford to Brentford) to 
establish what makes him tick. 

Unlike the majority of his profession, he 
is extraordinarily well read and is proud of 
gaining a recognised qualification in NLP 
(Neuro Linguistic Programming) which he 
believes was responsible for him enjoying 
his most successful-ever season in 2010- 
11 . 

He questions many of football’s estab¬ 
lished norms and creates a unique 
method of preparing and training his mind 
which produces an impressively consis¬ 
tent run of form. 

“Football has been a game against 
myself,” he writes, “a profession that has 
taught me more about myself than any 
book ever could.” Lee is an intelligent 
footballer capable of composing a raft of 
similar comments, which makes 
Graduation such a compelling read.

The Hammers, whose match today at 
Peterborough was postponed, did 
plenty of business at the end of the 
transfer window and have gone for 
goals, amassing an enviable array of 
striking talent. 

Here, JOSH SMITH takes a look at just 
what Saints might be up against. 


Sam Baldock 

Former MK Dons striker Baldock signed for 
West Ham for an undisclosed fee at the start 
of the season. 

He made his professional debut at the tender 
age of just 16 and several impressive cam¬ 
paigns at stadiunrmk put him on the radar of 
a number of clubs, including Championship 
rivals Peterborough and Watford. 

However, after scoring in the Dons’ 4-0 
Carling Cup victory over Premier League outfit 
Norwich City, Sam Allardyce was sufficiently 
impressed with the youngster to ensure the 
Hammers beat off any competition for the for¬ 
ward’s signature, reportedly bidding El.lm for 
the player. 

The 22-year-old has settled down quite well 
at Upton Park since the move, grabbing dou¬ 
bles against both Blackpool and Leicester so 
far this term. 

His old boss at MK Dons, Martin Allen, has 
likened the former England under-20 striker to 
ex-West Ham forward Tony Cottee. 


Nicky Maynard 

Despite a lot of interest in the player from the 
Premier League, Maynard arrived at the 
Boleyn Ground from Bristol City during the 
January transfer window after his former club 
failed to negotiate a new contract for their star 
forward. 

He burst on to the scene at Crewe 
Alexandra, where he averaged more than 
one goal every other game, persuading 
Bristol City to part with £2.25m for the prolif¬ 
ic marksman. 

Maynard, pictured right, continued to 
score goals upon his arrival in Bristol, 
but had his season hampered last 
year by a knee injury which restricted 
him to just 13 appearances. 

Swansea and Wigan were both 
thought to be in the frame to sign 
the player, and with his contract 
due for expiry in the summer, the 
Ashton Gate outfit decided to cash in 
on the forward, after reportedly turning 
down a £6m bid from Leicester during the 
summer. 

John Carew 

Snapped up by Allardyce at the start of the 
season after being released by Aston Villa, 
Carew has made quite a name for himself as 


a big centre forward, having also played for 
the likes of Valencia, Roma and Lyon. 

Carew has won the La Liga title twice and 
also has Champions League and FA Cup 
runners-up medals to his name in a 
professional career which has taken 
him all over Europe. 

During his time at Villa, Carew 
became a central figure in the 
side’s attack under Martin O’Neill, 
however he found first team 
opportunities harder to come by 
when Gerard Houllier took over the 
reins and ended last season out on 
loan at Stoke. 

He’s so far failed to make a huge impact in 
the West Ham starting line-up, scoring only 
two goals in his first 15 outings for the 
Londoners. 

Now 32-years-old, the 6ft 5in striker has won 
91 caps for Norway, and has scored 24 goals 
for his country along the way.

Another Allardyce signing, Vaz Te was also 
signed by Big Sam during his time in charge 
at Bolton Wanderers. 

After moving to the Reebok Stadium, the 
Portuguese striker, pictured 
right, made his profes¬ 
sional debut for the club 
in 2003, but only made 
58 appearances during 
his seven year stint 
with the club. 

An injury-hit career has 
seen him also turn out 
for the likes of Hull City, 

Greek side Panionios and 
Scottish club Hibernian. 

Vaz Te signed for Barnsley on a free transfer 
at the beginning of the season after impress¬ 
ing the club’s staff whilst on trial. 


Twelve goals in 24 appearances for the club 
persuaded the West Ham boss to sign the 
player, who can also operate as a winger, for 
a second time. 

He made his Hammers’ debut during the 
side’s recent 2-1 win against Millwall, coming 
on as a substitute for Carlton Cole in the 89th 
minute. 

Carlton Cole 

Cole came through the ranks at Chelsea hav¬ 
ing successfully come through the club’s 
youth academy. 

He made 35 first team appearances for the 
Blues before moving to West Ham in 2006, 
after finding his first team opportunities heav¬ 
ily restricted after the influx of players fol¬ 
lowing Roman Abramovich’s arrival at 
Stamford Bridge. 

He had previously also enjoyed loan spells at 
Wolves, Charlton and Aston Villa and, having

represented his national side at under-21 level 
19 times, he made his full England debut in a 
friendly match against Spain in February 
2009. 

Cole now has seven full international caps to 
his name, and also declared his loyalty to his 
current employers following last season’s 
relegation by rejecting the chance of an 
immediate return to the Premiership 
with Stoke to help the Hammers’ 
promotion bid. 

He has since scored his 50th goal 
for the club during West Ham’s 1-1 
draw with Birmingham on Boxing 
Day. 

Freddie Sears 

Scorer of the infamous goal that wasn’t, 

Sears scored a perfectly fine goal while on 
loan at Crystal Palace in 2009 which hit the 
stanchion below the net and bounced out. 


The referee failed to spot that the ball had 
crossed the line, leaving Sears’ manager at 
the time, Neil Warnock, characteristically irate 
at the officials who had missed it. 

The England under-21 international, below 
left, has struggled to break into the first 
team set up at West Ham, despite a 
promising start to his Upton Park 
career under Gianfranco Zola’s 
guidance. 

He has since been loaned out by 
the club several times, with spells 
at Palace, Coventry and 
Scunthorpe having aided the 
development of the young striker, 
who has made only a handful of 
appearances for the club this season. 

Frederic Piquionne 

Frederic Piquionne followed former 
Portsmouth boss Avram Grant from Fratton 


Ridder during Saints’ 1-0 victory at 


Park to West Ham in 2010 for an undisclosed 
fee. 

Under Grant’s guidance at Portsmouth, 
Piquionne scored in the FA Cup semi-final to 
help the club to their second appearance in 
the final of the competition in three years. 
Piquionne worked his way through the divi¬ 
sions in French football, culminating in him 
signing for Lyon in 2008, before his arrival in 
England when he joined Portsmouth on loan 
in 2009. 

Piquionne has actually represented two differ¬ 
ent countries at international level having 
turned out for both Martinique and France, 
however, with Martinique not recognised by 
FIFA and only participating in a friendly match 
for France, he is still not officially registered 
for either nation. 

He made 34 appearances for the Hammers 
during their ill-fated relegation campaign last 
season, scoring six goals.

THE Elite Training Centre (ETC) 
has attracted the attention of 
Premier League Stoke City. 

Based on the south coast, the 
ETC has already established links 
with Chelsea, Saints, Pompey, 
Brighton, Reading and AFC

Now its reputation is spreading 
north. 

The ETC has already helped 40 
players progress to professional 
clubs and has accepted an invita¬ 
tion from Stoke’s academy to 
bring four of their players for 
games against Leicester City next 
week.

Andy Rowles, pictured, director 
of youth programmes for the ETC, 
explains: “We received a call from 
Dave Wright, the academy man¬ 
ager of Stoke, a few weeks ago 
and they have been 
down to have a 
look at our cen¬ 
tres and were 
really impressed 
by the standard 
of the players 
we have. 

“They picked 
out four boys 
they would like to 
have a closer look 
at and we will be taking 
them up on Friday. Naturally the 
boys are really excited but we 
need to keep them grounded so 
they don’t get too nervous and 
become overwhelmed. 

“That’s why we shall be going 
with them to make sure they are 
settled and focused on the game. 
It’s very easy for young players 
going into professional clubs to 
be intimidated with the surround¬ 
ings and miss the opportunity in 
front of them.

The ETC was founded less than

Five 
ETC graduates are now scholars 
with professional clubs and 
scouts from Premiership and 
Championship clubs often visit 
their centres. 

The ETC runs two weekly train¬ 
ing sessions in Southampton, for 
goalkeepers and outfield players 
at Wide Lane, Eastleigh from dam- 
noon on Saturdays and for out¬ 
field players at Test Park, Lower 
Brownhill Rd on Mondays from 
5.30-7pm.

THE FA CHOSE TO I 



It’s maybe a little over the top to 
describe it as the Impossible Job 
but I have no doubt that Capello’s 
resignation as England manager 
severely damages our chances of 
European Championship success. 

I have made it clear in previous 
columns that the time for Capello 
to move on was after the disas¬ 
trous World Cup campaign in 
South Africa. 

Having scraped through to the 
last 16, they were unceremonious¬ 
ly dumped out of the competition 
by one of our most humiliating 
defeats to Germany. 

Capello clung on due to the fact 
he had recently signed a new £6m 
contract, leaving the cash- 
strapped FA no option but to con¬ 
tinue with the Italian’s services. 

Some felt, and I was one, that he 
should have done the honourable 
thing and offered his resignation, 
allowing England to move on. 

I firmly believe England should 
be managed by an Englishman so I 
was disappointed when Capello 
was appointed in 2007. 

His reputation as a no-nonsense 
disciplinarian looked to be ideal 
for a pampered, under-achieving 
squad that we hoped would be 
turned into world beaters. 

He got off to a great start, win¬ 
ning 4-1 against Croatia in Zagreb. 
But it was perhaps his judgement 
off the field that showed flaws in 
his make-up. 

His decision to relieve John 
Terry of the captaincy following 
his alleged affair with the ex-girl- 
friend of Wayne Bridge would not 
be the last time an incident involv¬ 
ing the Chelsea legend would play 
a part in his England managerial 
career. 

Questions were raised when he 
announced his 2010 World Cup 
squad. 

Remarkably, it did not include 
Theo Walcott, whose consistency 
and goals drove England to qualifi¬ 
cation. 

Replacing Walcott with Emile 
Heskey was mind-boggling. 

And the inclusion of the injury- 
prone Ledley King and the limping 
Gareth Barry left us with 
many misgivings, par¬ 
ticularly as Capello was 
forever preaching his 
philosophy of picking fit 
and in-form players. 

His rudimentary grasp 
of English was also frus¬ 
trating. Press confer¬ 
ences were a complete 
turn off! 

Goodness knows how 
the players coped with instruc¬ 
tions. Communication is vital and 
that includes the media. 

It is alleged he once said of the 
press: ‘Why should I waste time 
talking to people clearly less intel¬ 
ligent than me’. That is not the 
relationship needed with the 
media and I never felt he enjoyed 
England or its culture. 

Stripping Terry of the captaincy 
following the allegations of racism 
towards Anton Ferdinand was a 
difficult one for David Bernstein, 
the FA chairman. 

We expected the Terry issue to 
be dealt with at the first court 
appearance but the fact it was 
delayed till after Euro 2012 left the 


p 


FA with a ticking bomb. 

If Terry remained, where would 
that leave the FA and its unhappy 
sponsors? 

When Capello revealed his feel¬ 
ings to an Italian broadcaster, 
angrily making it clear he was 
totally against the FA’s findings, 
he was summoned to appear at FA 
headquarters. 

It would seem the inflexible 
Capello refused to budge over his 
comments and it was agreed there 
should be a parting of the ways. 

His four-year reign was over. 

Now attention will be on his suc¬ 
cessor. The FA was quick to con¬ 
firm that Stuart Pearce, the 


under-21 manager and GB 
Olympic coach, will be in tempo¬ 
rary charge when we play the 
Netherlands on February 29. 

In the meantime, a permanent 
figure needs to be appointed. Top

main obstacle to his availability 
was removed when the jury 
returned a not guilty verdict fol¬ 
lowing his trial for tax evasion.

But the FA chose to ignore Brian 
Clough, pictured left, when the 
whole of England was calling for 
him to be appointed. 

They may choose to ignore the 
wishes of the masses again. The 
England position is the pinnacle for 
any manager and Harry deserves 
his chance but his appointment 
may not be straightforward. 


His work at Tottenham’s been 
outstanding and his club won’t 
want to lose someone who has 
taken them to within a few points 
of Manchester City. 

Their support at his trial will 
also weigh heavily on Harry’s 
mind as well as the emotional 
backing shown by Spurs fans at 
their game against Wigan. 

Capello’s resignation has meant 
a difficult time for everyone. 
Harry, like everyone else, would 
not have expected Capello to finish 
his work with England till after 
the Euros. 

With four months to go until the 
tournament, a lot of questions 


need to be asked not only on the 
immediate position but on the 
vision for the future. 

I believe the current England 
squad will come up short in the 
summer. My eyes will be on the 
2014 World Cup with a number of 
younger English players making a 
name for themselves. 

It needs the guiding hand of 
Harry who gets the best out of 
players and produces entertain¬ 
ing teams who are easy on the 
eye.

FOOTBALL clubs 
are often upheld as 
vital parts of their 
local community, 
but it can be hard to 
pin down exactly 
what that means. 

Perhaps it’s rais¬ 
ing money for chari¬ 
ty or maybe it’s 
sending coaches into 
schools to chat to 
youngsters. 

It could just be the 
simple of act of 
being there, so that 
a community of like- 
minded individuals 
builds up around 
you. 

The reason for this 
somewhat random 
question is that for 
the last few weeks I 
have found my life 
taken over by my 
work on the impact 
the sinking of 
Titanic had upon 
Southampton 100 
years ago. 

In the last few 
days, I’ve made pub¬ 
lic a list and map of 
all the crew mem¬ 
bers who came from 
Southampton, and it 
really does paint a 
stark picture of how 
big this event was 
(if you’re interested, 
you can find it at 
daily echo. co. uk/tita 
nic). 

Admittedly, it’s 
not something that 
immediately 
screams football at 
you but in looking 
at what people were 
saying about the 
list, I stumbled 
across a discussion 
on a Saints fans site 
about what the club 
could do to mark 
the centenary in 
April. 

Some argued that 
the club should do 
nothing at all. It’s 
an historic event 
with little or no 
impact upon peo¬ 
ple’s lives today and 
certainly had noth¬ 
ing to do with the 


club, other than a 
lot of those who 
died may have been 
to The Dell or The 
Antelope Ground to 
watch games. 

I can see the point, 
but I think it fails to 
grasp the real mat¬ 
ter at hand. 

When Saints 
moved to St Mary’s 
in 2001, it was her¬ 
alded as the club 
coming home, 
returning to its 
roots. A link with 
its history. 

Well you can’t cel¬ 
ebrate history and 
then ignore it at the 
same time. 

The Titanic sink¬ 
ing was arguably 
the biggest thing to 
ever happen to 
Southampton. 
Indeed, the very 
road that the stadi¬ 
um now sits on, 
Britannia Road, was 
home to three peo¬ 
ple who perished in 
the sinking. 

It’s part of the fab¬ 
ric of the city, just 
as The Blitz, the 
docks, the walls and 
Southampton FC 
are. 

We play Reading at 
St Mary’s on April 
14, the very day the 
ship struck the ice¬ 
berg and it will be 
the biggest gather¬ 
ing of people in the 
city that day. 

I don’t know what 
the club have 
planned, if any¬ 
thing, but a simple 
minute’s silence 
and the flags at 
half-mast to com¬ 
memorate the 547 
souls from 
Southampton lost 
that day would be 
the perfect way to 
underline the fact 
that Southampton 
Football Club is not 
just a sport busi¬ 
ness, but a real part 
of the community of 
the city.

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Taylor in 
Hereford 
loan move 


BOSS Lee Bradbury loaned Lyle 
Taylor to Hereford and then 
revealed the striker had become 
frustrated at a lack of first-team 
opportunities at Seward 
Stadium. 

The Cherries frontman, pic¬ 
tured below, joined the League 
Two outfit on a one-month deal 
on Thursday. 

Taylor, signed by Cherries on a 
two-year contract in August 
2010, has been restricted to 11 
starts and 15 substitute appear¬ 
ances for the Dorset club. 

Following the 
arrivals of Wes 
Thomas and Matt 
Tubbs, the for¬ 
mer non-league 
hotshot had 
dropped further 
down the peck¬ 
ing order. 

Bradbury told 
the club website: 

“They asked if they could take 
him on loan for a month and I 
put it to Lyle. 

“He had become a little bit 
frustrated at the fact he had not 
had too many opportunities of 
late, and he needed to go out 
and get some fitness. 

“He is out of contract at the 
end of the season and for me to 
see the best of him, I think it is 
the best thing to do. 

“Hopefully, he will come back 
quicker, sharper and in a better 
place in his mind. 

“He had a taste of first-team 
football in the first couple of 
months of the season and the 
new players have limited his 
game time. He wanted to go and 
play and I understand that. 

“We still have Jayden and 
Fletch (as well as Thomas and 
Tubbs) and four strikers is 
enough for a month. 

“If we need it, the loan market 
is open in an emergency, but I 
am comfortable with the situa¬ 
tion.” 




MANAGER Lee Bradbury is confident Adam Barrett 
can boost Cherries’ play-off charge - with the 
captain on course for a rapid recovery. 

The Cherries boss has revealed that his skipper, pic¬ 
tured, could defy predictions by returning quicker 
than expected from his hamstring injury, writes IAN 
WADLEY. 

Cherries initially confirmed that Barrett was likely to 
be sidelined for at least 10 weeks after he had sustained 
a grade two tear during the win over Notts County on 
January 14. 

However, Bradbury says the centre-half could now 
offer his experience to Cherries’ promotion push earlier 
than first thought. 

While he insists Cherries will tread carefully with the 32-year-old, 
who has twice suffered setbacks already this season, Bradbury is hop¬ 
ing to have the defender available ahead of the League One run-in. 

Bradbury told the Daily Echo: “Adam Barrett is going to be back 
quicker than originally thought. 

“At this moment in time, he can’t feel it. But that is the danger - he 
couldn’t feel it last time and broke down. 

“We are going to get him a scan to see how it is healing and how much 
he can kick on. 

“He feels like he could do a bit more but we are just putting the reins 
on him a little bit until he has had a scan. 

“Twice he has come back and gone out with the injury. We are very 
aware of that and that is why I think a scan will explain or show how 
far down the road he is, without relying on Adam to say he is okay 
when possibly he might not be, because last time he thought he was 
okay and he wasn’t. 

“That is just Adam’s make-up. He wants to get back in the team, back 
in training and back playing.” 

Barrett has made 28 starts for Cherries since arriving from Crystal 
Palace on a two-year deal in the summer. 

Bradbury added: “Hopefully, he is going to be back involved in the 
latter part of the season. 

“If it is a vital part of the season and we are trying to push to make 
the play-offs, so it would be key that he is involved.” 

Meanwhile, Bradbury reported that a number of other injured play¬ 
ers were making progress. 

Tottenham Hotspur loan man Nathan Byrne is back in training fol¬ 
lowing his long-term lay-off. 

Midfielder Mark Molesley played 60 minutes in a reserves friendly on 
Tuesday, while Joe Partington is said to be ahead of schedule. 

Bradbury confirmed Shaun Cooper and Mathieu Baudry were also 
making positive strides.

CHERRIES missed out on 
the chance to force their 
way in the play-off 
places after they were 
held to a 0-0 draw by 
League One rivals 
Hartlepool today. 

An uninspiring contest, 
played in freezing conditions 
on Teesside, produced little 
in the way of goalmouth 
action with a share of the 
spoils a fair outcome, writes 
NEIL PERRETT. 

Cherries went close to 
scoring when Steve Cook’s, 
pictured, first-half header 
was cleared off the line, 
while Peter Sweeney wasted 
a good opening for the hosts 
late on. 

Scott Malone, the hero of 
Cherries’ 2-0 win over 
Exeter, was restored to the 
starting line-up following 
his midweek exploits 
against the Grecians as boss 
Bradbury made one change. 

Malone replaced new sign¬ 
ing Donal McDermott, the 
Dubliner dropping down to 
the bench, as Bradbury 
selected from the same 16- 
man squad. 

Cherries carved out the 
clearest goalscoring oppor¬ 
tunity of the opening period 
when Cook’s header from 
Malone’s 42nd-minute cor¬ 
ner was hacked off the line 
by Evan Horwood. 

Chances were at a premi¬ 
um during the first half with 
teenage striker Luke James 
seeing his glancing header 
well saved by Darryl 
Flahavan in the 17th minute. 

Apart from the two headed 
opportunities, neither goal 
came under too much threat 
as defences dominated dur¬ 
ing a largely uneventful first 
45 minutes. 

Wes Thomas squandered a 
presentable chance seven 
minutes before the break 
when he scooped a left-foot 
shot over the crossbar fol¬ 
lowing a Marc Pugh assist. 

James flicked a cross from 
Horwood past the post at the 
start of the second half 
before Thomas fired wide 
after seizing on a loose ball 
on the edge of the box. 

Thomas drew a fine save 
from Scott Flinders after 65 
minutes, the Pools goalkeep¬ 
er diving full length to his 
right to push the striker’s low 
drive around the upright. 

Cook threw himself in 
front of James Brown’s shot 
to divert the effort for a cor¬ 
ner before Matt Tubbs’s 
looping shot was gathered 
by Flinders.

NON-LEAGUE REPORT: 


NEW Milton Town continued 
their climb away from the 
Sydenham’s Premier 
Division basement by beat¬ 
ing Newport loW 5-2 at 
Fawcetts Field this after¬ 
noon. 

It made it four wins out of the 
last five league games for Glenn 
Burnett’s resurgent side. 

The Islanders were boosted by 
the inclusion of two of their for¬ 
mer players - AFC Totton 
defender Scott Sampson, just 
back from a broken toe, and 
Sholing midfielder Iain 
Seabrook, who is also in need of 
games. 

But it was New Milton who

With six minutes gone the 
nimble frontman somehow 
found space among a cluster of 
Port defenders in the penalty 
area to turn and fire into the far 
corner. 

Then, four minutes later BAL¬

Tom Jeffes. 

Town’s boss, it tran¬ 
spires, is a big 
admirer of what 
the Dorset club 
and their man¬ 
ager Graham 
Kemp have 
achieved. 

So much so, 
that he would 
love to emu¬ 
late their 
progress with 
Romsey. 

“Christchurch are a 
good, sound side,” he 
said. 

“They’ve been there 
in that position near 
top of the league for a 
few years now and 
that’s where we want 
to be. 

“We’d like to be a 
club like Christchurch 
who regularly finish in 
the top six. 

“I imagine they’ve got 
a similar budget to us 
and I’ve got a lot of 
respect for what 
Kempy has done 
there.” 

Asked if he would like 
to see Priory lift the 
trophy, Mew said: “I 
would always rather 
get beaten by the 
eventual cup winners 
and I’d like to see 
Christchurch go on 
and win it now. 

“They deserve a bit of 
silverware and it would 
be good for them to 
get to the final.” 

With Ryan Long laid 
low with flu and Simon 
De’Ath injured, 

Romsey were shorn of 
their two main goal 
threats at Hurn Bridge. 

In their absence, 
Shane Flooks - a 
recent arrival from 
Winchester City - fired 
them ahead with an 
early penalty awarded 
for handball. 

But Christchurch 
levelled shortly before 
half-time and two 
quickfire goals early 
in the second half 
were enough to see 


them through. 

“We did well for the 
first 35 minutes and 
were the better side,” 
reflected Mew. 

“We scored after 15 
minutes and had a 
couple of other oppor- 
tunites that we didn’t 
take. Chris Hall went 
through one-on-one 
and Chris Morris skied 
one over. 

“But Christchurch 
equalised just before 
the break and started 
the second half very 
brightly, scoring two in 
five minutes.

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Coxall didn’t 
want to see 
manager go 


AS ONE of two committee 
members who voted in 
favour of keeping Paul 
Wiltshire at Fawley AFC, 
secretary Richie Coxall is 
sorry to see the ex-Saint 
go. 

Former team boss 
Coxall was instrumental 
in persuading Wiltshire to 
join the club as he pre¬ 
pared to relinquish the 
managerial reins last 
summer and give a new 
man a go at rejuvenating 
the squad. 

At the time Coxall spoke 
of Wiltshire being the ideal 
candidate for the job, not 
least because of his pro¬ 
fessional background and 
his experience of running 
Eastleigh’s reserves. 

He felt that if the new 
boss could persuade some 
promising 20 and 21-year- 
olds to follow him to Long 
Lane, it would the “right 
generation” to take Fawley 
forward and establish the 
club as a Sydenhams 
Premier force. 

For the first part of this 
season, it looked as if 
Wiltshire would achieve 
that goal, with the Oilers 
nicely perched in the top 
half of the table and enjoy¬ 
ing their best ever FA Vase 
run. 

But the turn of the year 
heralded a dramatic 
change of fortune for the 
Watersiders. 

Having scored three 
quickfire goals against 
neighbours Blackfield & 
Langley on January 3, the 
Oilers netted just once in 
the following five games - 
a decline that brought 
Wiltshire’s future under the 
microscope. 

Coxall’s own feeling was 
that his successor 
deserved the chance to 
arrest a slide of five 
straight league defeats, but 
ultimately he had to go 
along with the democratic 
vote. 

“If you employ a manager 
to run the football side of 


the club, you either back 
him or sack him,” said 
Coxall. 

“My personal view is that 
I’m disappointed to see 
Paul go. He’s a gentleman 
and a really nice guy. 

“But I’m on the commit¬ 
tee and I’m obliged to do 
what is best for the club, I 
have no other agenda. 

“It was a majority deci¬ 
sion made by the commit¬ 
tee and, for the good of the 
club, I had to support it.” 

Although Coxall has 
taken temporary charge of 
first-team affairs, along 
with club captain Callum 
Earl, he has no desire to 
permanently reclaim the 
reins. 

The last time he stepped 
in as caretaker was when 
Kev Dawtry left - and he 
ended up staying for three 
years! 

One of the reasons he 
gave up the job in the first 
place was because he has 
a young family at home 
and it’s his hope that, once 
Wiltshire’s replacement is 
finalised, he will never have 
to step in again. 

“I don’t want to see peo¬ 
ple coming and going, I 
want to see a bit of stabili¬ 
ty at Fawley,” he said. 

“Whoever we appoint will 
see this season out but, 
more importantly, will be 
building for the future.” 

Despite the recent slide 
in results, Coxall believes 
the team Wiltshire was 
building was on the right 
track. 

“Short of Moneyfields, 
who are far and away the 
most impressive side I’ve 
seen this season, we’ve 
competed with everyone,” 
he said. 

“There’s not a lot wrong, 
but we’ve lost a lot of 
games 1-0 and we just 
haven’t been scoring 
enough goals. 

“We’ve created chances 
but just not taken them. 

We need to be more clini¬ 
cal in both boxes.” 


What the club said ... 

“Following a committee decision, we have asked 
Paul Wiltshire to stand down from his position as 
first-team manager. 

“This decision was taken with the best interests 
of the club going forward. 

“It is acknowledged that Paul brought experi¬ 
ence and football knowledge to Fawley and the 
club thank him for all the time and effort he put 
in. 

“We hope to appoint a replacement within the 
next week or two.” 
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“I was trying to build the team in the quick¬ 
est and best way I could with the contacts 
I’ve got, but it’s not what people wanted.” 



PAUL Wiltshire will not 
seek to influence his for¬ 
mer Fawley AFC charges 
over whether or not they 
stay at the Waterside 
club. 

The ex-Saint and former 
Eastleigh reserve team boss 
will leave it entirely up to the 
players whether they follow 
him out of the Long Lane door 
after he was relieved of his 
managerial duties last week. 

Using his Eastleigh links, 
Wiltshire bolstered the Oilers’ 
squad with several young 
Spitfires plus a handful of 
former AFC Totton youth/ 
reserve team players brought 
in by his former assistant 
Colin Lane. 

The Eastleigh players, in par¬ 
ticular, are bound to have a 
strong allegiance to the outgo¬ 
ing manager, but Wiltshire 
will not seek to sway them 
either way - and that includes 
his two sons, Adam and Sam. 


‘It’s their decision’ 

Wiltshire said: “I’ve told the 
lads I took there that it’s not 
about me, it’s about their foot¬ 
ball and what they want to do. 

“If they feel Fawley can help 
them progress, then stay. It’s 
their decision. 

“My older son Adam is bit 
upset about what’s happened. 
He’s just come back from 
Thailand and he’s overweight 
and unfit at the moment. 

“As for Sam, the younger 
one, it means him having to get 
to Fawley under his own steam 
from Warsash. He’s only just 
started driving and it’s a bit 
expensive going all that way 
unless he ties up with some of 
the other lads. 

“I’ve left the decision entirely 
down to them and said that, if 
they like the place, then stay. 
It’s entirely up to them. 

“But they’ve seen everything 
I put in down there and they do 
feel I’ve been harshly treated. 

“I was trying to build the 
team in the quickest and best 
way I could with the contacts 
I’ve got, but it’s not what peo¬ 
ple wanted.” 

Having found his feet at 
Fawley working alongside out¬ 
going boss Richard Coxall for 
the final three months of last 
season, Wiltshire took the 
reins during the summer. 

For much of the campaign, 
the signs looked good for at 
least a top-ten finish, which 
would have been a vast 
improvement on last term, 
when Fawley finished 20th in 
their debut Sydenhams 
Premier campaign. 

But a January goal drought 
led to five straight league 
defeats, dropping the Oilers to 
16th - and ultimately costing 
Wiltshire his job. 

His year-long stay was termi¬ 


nated last week with Fawley 
confirming the decision had 
been made “with the best inter¬ 
ests of the club going forward.” 

Although disappointed to 
have been shown the door, 
Wiltshire had sensed the writ¬ 
ing was on the wall because he 
had “ruffled a few feathers” 
with changes he had made to 
the side. 

‘Back-biting’ 

“When I dropped a few play¬ 
ers I got the feeling the powers 
that be didn’t quite like it. 
There was an undercurrent of 
back-biting and people work¬ 
ing against you,” he said. 

“Maybe they looked at me as 


someone who was going to 
change everything and 
thought that the players I 
brought in would all up sticks 
at the end of the season and 
they’d be back to square one. 

“There are a lot of people 
putting in a lot of time and 
effort to keep the club ticking 
over, but they also feel they 
should have a say in what hap¬ 
pens on the pitch. 

“I was doing what I thought 
best and sometimes you make 
decisions that upset people.” 

Although Wiltshire would 
love to have stayed and proved 
his critics wrong, one thing he 
won’t miss is the travelling. 

“ Fawley’s a 50-mile round 
trip from Warsash and some¬ 


times I was doing it three times 
a week. 

“It was time-consuming and 
hard work and it was costing 
me money to get down there,” 
he said. 

“When I first joined, Richie 
(Coxall) said how hard it was 
to attract players down that 
way so I used my contacts to 
get a few players in. 

“After a promising start we 
had a bit of a blip, but it’s not as 
if we were being trounced by 
five or six goals. We weren’t far 
off it, but we were struggling to 
score. 

“There’s been a lot of talk this 
season about clubs paying 
money, but if you want to do 
well in this league you’ve at 
least got to pay for a couple of 
goalscorers. 

“From the bottom four, up to 
Hamble in third, there’s no 
major difference between the 
teams, but you do need proven 
scorers.”

Harlequins chairman Steve 
Slade has reopened the 
debate over whether the 
Sydenhams Wessex League 
should be ‘naming and 
shaming’ clubs. 

Slade, pictured below, was 
incensed by a paragraph in a recent 
SWL newsletter in which league 
chairman Bob Purkiss said 
Bemerton should be “ashamed” of 
the activities of their manager Ian 
Chalk. 

Purkiss was referring to Chalk sup¬ 
posedly speaking out of turn twice in 
the space of a week at Cowes Sports 
and at home to GE Hamble. 

On a night when Harlequins had 
Joe Sanger, Kane O’Keefe, Michael 
Durdey and Jack Eves red-carded, 
Chalk was sent to the stands - and 
later reported to the FA - during an 
incident-packed SWL Cup tie at 
Cowes on December 6 which the 
Wiltshire club incredibly won 5-4 on 
penalties. 

Six days later Chalk came under 
the disciplinary spotlight again 
when he was reported for a comment 
made to a linesman during 
Bemerton’s 1-0 home league win 
over Hamble. 

In issue 123 of the SWL newsletter - 
which appears on the league’s offi¬ 
cial website and is circulated to the 
media - Purkiss wrote: “The activi¬ 
ties of the manager of Bemerton 
Heath Harlequins, who has been 
reported to the FA twice in the 
month, must surely question the dis¬ 
cipline culture within the club, who 
themselves should be ashamed of 
this happening.” 

Slade, though, says that was a bla¬ 
tant case of the league jumping the 
gun because Chalk was subsequent¬ 
ly found not guilty on both counts. 

Slade said: “I’m miffed about Bob 
Purkiss and his name and shame 
policy. 

“He slated the club in the 
league’s newsletter and said 
we should be thoroughly 
ashamed of ourselves. 

“Yet Ian Chalk has since 
been to a hearing at the 
Wiltshire FA and been 
exonerated. 

“They should¬ 
n’t be hanging

someone before he’s found guilty. 
Only a kangaroo court does that and 
I think Ian Chalk and the club are 
owed an apology. 

“The league should allow a bit 
of breathing space before they 
hang people out to dry.” 

It’s not just the league pre¬ 
judging Chalk that irks Slade. 

While Purkiss is adamant 
that “we will continue to name 
and shame those clubs who 
have problems in controlling 
the activities of players and 
officials”, the Bemerton 
chairman believes that, by 


deliberately airing their dirty wash¬ 
ing in public, the league is damaging 
itself. 

“They’re in danger of giving the 
league a bad reputation for disci¬ 
pline throughout the country,” he 
warned. 

“It’s the league’s business and no 
one else’s. They’re tarnishing the 
name of the league by making it pub¬ 
lic. 

“It’s not doing the league any good 
at all and I’m sure the sponsors 
(Sydenhams) don’t want to see peo¬ 
ple saying how badly people in the 
league are behaving. 


“I know they’re trying to reduce 
the level of indiscretions, but I think 
they’re misguided. 

“It’s a bad advert for the Wessex 
League. 

“Are bookings down because of 
naming and shaming? I doubt it. 

“And they certainly shouldn’t be 
naming and shaming clubs and indi¬ 
viduals if they’re found not guilty.”

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Diaper: The game’s 

in a financial mess

NON-LEAGUE REPORT: 


SHOLING boss Dave Diaper 
believes football has taken leave 
of its financial senses. 

Although the Portsmouth Road chief 
admits that he was probably guilty of over¬ 
spending during the Boatmen’s early 
Wessex League days, he has a different 
outlook on it now. 

Sholing, like many clubs, are feeling the 
pinch in these financially straightened 
times and Diaper believes that managers 
need to talk more to stop players moving 
from club to club for “vastly exaggerated 
wages.” 

“It seems to me that football has 
lost its way as regards to how 
much players expect to earn,” he 
said. 

“I used to play for the love it, 
but it’s different with players 
these days. 

“The money you earn from foot¬ 
ball should be a bonus, but now it’s 
all about making mortgage repay¬ 
ments and paying off the loan on your 
car. If managers were to talk more to each 
other, maybe we could drive wages down a 
bit. 

“The common sense has gone out of foot¬ 
ball and, in a lot of cases, it’s just greed.” 

During their former days as VT FC, 
Sholing themselves had a reputation as big 
spenders. 

But they were cut loose by their parent 
company, The VT Group, just as a world 
recession was biting and their budget now 
as a Southern League club is a fraction of 
what it was in their Wessex hey-day. 

“I was a manager who worked with no 
money before, but then I was lucky 
enough to get money to spend as a Wessex 
League manager and I admit that, at first, 
I was like someone with a chocolate 



fetish!” he said. “I don’t think you could 
say we spent ‘silly money’ because we paid 
it to get ourselves out of the Wessex 
League and, not only that, to sustain the 
club at the next level up, which is even 
more important. 

“But, in hindsight, I possibly spent a bit 
too much - particularly in the first year (in 
the Wessex) - and didn’t get full value for 
money.” 

While many clubs locally are having to 
tighten their belts, Sholing’s Blue Square 
Bet South neighbours Eastleigh have 
bucked the financial trend by landing 
major sponsorship from new owners 
Bridle Insurance, who are targeting the 
Football League. 

The Spitfires have already pushed the 
boat out by signing quality players like 
Damian Scannell, Mitchell Nelson, Daryl 
McMahon and Aldershot loanee 
Bradley Bubb but, under those cir¬ 
cumstances, Diaper can under¬ 
stand why manager Ian Baird has 
done it. 

“Any manager offered money 
to enhance his squad is 
going to do it and that 
goes all the way 
through the pyramid 
from the top to the very 
bottom,” he said. “If your 
chairman says to spend X-amount to 
strengthen the side, you will do it, I under¬ 
stand that. 

“But it’s when you haven’t got the money 
and you’re still spending that’s the problem.” 

Even in the case of non-League’s wealth¬ 
ier clubs, Diaper doesn’t always under¬ 
stand their financial logic. 

“I couldn’t believe it when I heard 
Fleetwood Town had turned down £1 mil¬ 
lion for a player,” he said, referring to bids 
reportedly made by Saints and Leicester 
City for Jamie Vardy, pictured. 

“If I was their chairman I’d think a bid 
like that was a godsend. It only takes the 
player to pick up a serious injury and sud¬ 
denly his valuation’s down from £1 million 
to about £15,000.”

Boro could fall foul ag ain 


CHRISTCHURCH 
were this week wait¬ 
ing to discover 
whether lightning had 
struck twice in the 
same place after 
lodging an appeal fol¬ 
lowing their Russell 
Cotes Cup defeat by 
Gosport Borough. 

Priory were beaten 
5-2 by the Southern 
League outfit at 
Privett Park nine days 
ago, but have since 
claimed that goal¬ 
keeper Nathan 
Ashmore was ineligi¬ 


ble to play in the 
rearranged quarter¬ 
final, writes Neil 
Perrett. 

Ashmore, who had 
been on loan to 
Borough from Havant 
& Waterlooville, com¬ 
pleted a permanent 
transfer to Gosport 
towards the end of 
January. 

However, the tie had 
initially been sched¬ 


uled for January 9 
and Hampshire FA 
rules state that play¬ 
ers must be regis¬ 
tered seven days 
prior to the original 
date fixed for the 
round. 

The regulations also 
preclude loan players 
from turning out in 
any Hampshire FA 
club competition and 
Gosport fell foul of 


the directive in 
December - also 
against Christchurch. 

Borough were 
removed from the 
Hampshire FA Senior 
Cup after being found 
to have played Poole 
Town loan man Tom 
Price, right, in a 1-0 
win over Priory.

He also picked up 16 
T20 wickets at an average 
of just over 11 runs apiece 
and is currently ranked the second best 
T20 bowler in the ICC world rankings. 

Ajmal has showed his potency in the 
New Year by taking 24 wickets in 
Pakistan’s 3-0 whitewash victory over 
Andrew Strauss’s side in Dubai. 

This included career best Test figures 
of 7-55 in the opening game of the 
series. 

Worcestershire director of Cricket, 
Steve Rhodes, said: “Saeed showed last 
summer when playing for us what a 
quality bowler he is. 

“His recent performances against 
England only serve to back this up. 

“We are delighted that he has agreed 
to return to New Road for a second 
time.” 

Ajmal said: “I really enjoyed my time at 
New Road in 2011 and look forward to 
returning this summer to help inspire the 
club to Twenty20 success.” 

The 33-year-old verbally agreed to 
return to Worcestershire after talks 
before and after Christmas and has now 
put pen to paper. 


Johnson open 
to Glam switch 

AUSTRALIA quick Mitchell Johnson is 
interested in joining Glamorgan for this 
year’s Friends Life t20 tournament. 

The left-armer has revealed the Welsh 
county have inquired about his availabili¬ 
ty for the tournament that runs from 
June to August. 

While no official talks have begun, 
Johnson said Glamorgan had asked his 
Western Australia teammate Marcus 
North, who is already due to join the 
county, whether he will be fit to play. 

Johnson has missed the entire 
Australian summer after undergoing foot 
surgery in December, but expects to be 
back in action by April.

DANNY BOY IS 


Island’s spin 
king Briggs 
preparing for 
England bow 

HE IS likely to make his England 
debut next week, but Danny 
Briggs has long been the pride 
of Ventnor Cricket Club. 

Briggs is on the cusp of becoming 
the Isle of Wight’s first England 
international after being named in 
the one-day and Twenty20 squads for 
this month’s series against Pakistan 
in the United Arab Emirates. 

Should he play in one of the four 
ODIs or three Twenty20 internation¬ 
als before the end of the month, 20- 
year-old Briggs would also become 
Hampshire’s youngest England 
cricketer. 

It has been a meteoric rise. 

Less than a decade ago, Briggs was 
making his first strides in men’s 
cricket with Ventnor 3rds. 

The coach who oversaw Briggs’ 
progress at Ventnor CC was Sam 
Garaway, whose son Mark is the for¬ 
mer Hampshire wicketkeeper, 
England analyst and Ireland director 
of cricket. 

Never ruffled 

Sam now lives in Chard, Somerset, 
but was captain of Ventnor 3rds 
when Briggs made his memorable 
debut in men’s cricket. 

“Nowadays you have to be 13 to 
play adult cricket but when Danny 
was 11 he played his first game for 
me in the Island League against GKN 
2nds over in Cowes,” Sam recalls. 

“Danny would have taken a wicket 
with his first ball had the fielder I 
posted on the boundary not come in 
too far. 

“It bounced over the fielder’s head 
for four but Danny got him out with 
his third ball and finished with five 
for six from his six overs!” 

Sam was preparing for another 
season as captain of Ventnor lsts 
when Danny was born on April 30, 
1991. 

“Danny’s mum Jackie brought him 
into the pavilion when he was three 
days old and I held him in my arms 
and said he was going to be a proper 
player!” smiles Sam. 

“He used to play cricket with the 
other boys from the age of four or 
five and it was obvious very early on 
that he had a bit of talent. He wanted 
to bowl quick in those days. 

“When he was about ten he bowled 
too quick for the other youngsters so 
I suggested that he bowled slowly to 
give them a bit of a chance!

“His action has always been there 
but what also stood out early on was 
his ability never to look ruffled. 

“I used to tell him that as a spinner 
there were times when he would get 
whacked but that he had to believe 
his next ball would be a wicket-tak¬ 
ing ball. 

“But more than anything that 
calmness is down to his natural tem¬ 
perament and his own make up.” 

Although Stuart Broad and Ben 
Stokes have played for England at a 
younger age than Briggs in recent 
years, it is rare to see a spinner ele¬ 
vated to the international stage so 
early in their career. 

Briggs’ role model, New Zealand 


slow left-armer Daniel Vettori, was 
the exception when he made his 
Test debut a week after his 18th 
birthday. 

But Briggs is slightly younger - and 
more mature - than Graeme Swann, 
pictured, was on England’s 2000 tour 
of South Africa.

FOUR talented young East 
Dorset cricketers have their 
step on the first rung of the lad¬ 
der towards a potential career 
in the county game. 

Opening batsman Michael Porter 
and promising left-arm pace bowler 
Tom Barber have joined ‘second 
years’ Lewis McManus and all- 
rounder Ryan Scott as part of 
Hampshire’s academy intake for 
the 2012 season, writes MIKE VIM- 
PANY. 

All four boys have graduated 
through Dorset youth cricket under 
the tutorage of Matt Keech and 
their move to The Rose Bowl under¬ 
lines the strong links the Minor 
County has with Hampshire. 

Once winter training ends and the 
new season begins, the quartet will 
expect to play regularly for the 
Academy team in the ECB Southern 
Electric Premier League and be 
part of a new look Hampshire 
junior age group side, which won 
the ECB 50-over Under-17 cup last 
summer. 

All four youngsters are combining 
cricket training with full-time edu¬ 
cation - they are all studying for A- 
levels or BTEC qualifications - but 
on the field will have their opportu¬ 
nity to push their respective claims 
for a junior contract in the future. 

They began winter training in 
early November, with initial 
emphasis being placed on personal 
fitness levels and one-to-one coach¬ 
ing. 

“It has been hard, but really 
enjoyable. A real eye-opener into 
what young cricketers need to 
achieve if they are to pursue a 
career at professional level,” said 
Barber, who has the chance to 
retrace the steps that fellow Parley 
colt left-armer David Payne took 
several years ago. 

Payne, 20, played his junior crick¬ 
et at Parley. He joined 
Gloucestershire after one season 
with Bournemouth, was capped by 
England at Under-19 level and took 
42 First Class wickets this summer. 

“We travel to the Rose Bowl two or 
three times each week, with gym 
training and personal fitness high 
on the agenda,” added Barber, who 
has added a yard or two to his pace 
over the winter months. 

“They push you to your physical 
limits through personal strength 
and conditioning programmes so 
fitness levels are regularly raised 
and maintained.” 

Former Hampshire opening bats¬ 
man Tony Middleton, now the 
county’s batting coach, and Jon 
Ayling initially put the fledgling 
Royals through their paces at the 
tough Rose Bowl sessions before 
handing over to Bobby Parks, who 


kept wicket for Hampshire with dis¬ 
tinction throughout the 1980s. 

“The coaching has been to an elite 
standard, with a lot of emphasis on 
personalised ‘one-to-one’ sessions 
in midweek,” smiled Porter, who 
had his grounding at Poole Town 
before enjoying a run-laden debut 
season at Chapel Gate. 

A 16-year old Poole Grammar 
School student, Porter exploded on 
to the Premier League scene last 
summer, scoring 665 runs at an 


average of 47.50 and finished fourth 
in the Premier Division batting sta¬ 
tistics. 

He came very close to winning the 
league’s prestigious young crick¬ 
eter award - won by new Academy 
teammate Jake George - in his 
debut Bournemouth season.
